Town Has Law 


Cases Pending 


The town has a total of 33 cases 
pending before the courts, Town 
Counsel Fredric S, O’Brien told the 
selectmen Tuesday night. 

Counsel was reporting on the 
number of cases on his calendar in 
response to a request for such 
information from board members, 
He said the case load was about 
normal for a town this size, 

Of the total, most are before 
the state appelate tax board, There 
are 18 tax appeals pending, counsel 
said, and added that as a general 
rule the board runs about four to 
five years behind in hearing such 
cases, 

Pending also are, two public lie 
ability cases, one mandamus case, 
four in which the town is plaintiff, 
three zoning cases and five 
land damage cases,

Raytheon Manufacturing Co,, is 
still *‘very much interested’’ inthe 
industrial site in West Andover 
which was rezoned at a special 
town meeting in August, 

A corporate official said 
Wednesday that the company is 
still planning on the Andover lo= 
cation but possible court action 
could force a decision to move 
elsewhere, 

A Superior Court decision re= 
cently upheld the town’s action in 
rezoning the parcel of land for in= 
dustrial use, A dozen abutters of 
the area had challenged the de- 
cision and threaten to carry the 
case to the state Supreme Court, 

If the case goes to the Supreme 
Court, this would force Raytheon 
to re-evaluate its position, with 
the result that the company could 
move from the town completely, 

Also, if Raytheon leaves, and 
the Supreme Court upholds the 
lower court decision, then the land 
would revert to an industrial A 
zoning which would permit the en= 
trance of an industry of any type 
into the area, 

Currently a covenant exists on 
the land which insures that Ray= 
theon will carefully screen its 
property from the abutting resi= 
dential zone, The firm has also 
agreed to other stipulations as 
set down by the planning board and 
industrial commission to protect 
the town and abutters, 

If Raytheon does not build there, 
the covenant has no value, 

The deadline to appeal to the 
Supreme Court is next Thursday, 
Town Counsel Fredric S, O’Brien 
said Tuesday night that as yet, 
he had not received any inform= 
ation as to whether there would be 
an appeal or not, 

The appeal would take several 
months to process in the higher 
court, This would probably extend 


beyond the time that Raytheon has 
contracted for the purchase of the 
land with Danton Realty Trust

Crimp will also be asked to 
look at Carmel Woods to determine 
if itis a possible elementary school 
site as Committeeman William 
Doherty claims, or impossible be- 
cause of high rocky ledge which 
cannot be made level enough for a 
school and adequate grounds, as 
Supt. Edward I, Erickson and 
other administrators claim after 
another visit to the site,

group and other learning facilities 
needed for the continuous prog- 
ress programs the committee has 
adopted, 

Mrs, Cole reported of come- 
plaints from parents of children 
who would not be having the con= 
tinuous progress program which 
would be available to Bancroft: 
children, She said the school com= 
mittee owed it to provide this 
kind of program for children in 
all parts of Andover as soon as 
possible, 

Doherty and King, the commit- 
tee’s long-range planning come 
mittee, said the town should ac« 
quire 500 acres for school build- 
ing, and that this should include 
acreage around both Sanborn and 
South schools, for expansion and 
updating, Doherty, who walked the 
properties with conservationist 
Harold Rafton, was particularly 
enthusiastic about the amount and 
quality of undeveloped land behind 
and around South school, much of 
it in tealots, Doherty suggested 
that if all this land was acquired, 
the town would have a good loca= 
tion for the next junior high school. 

In another move to get expert 
advice, the committee instructed 
Superintendent Edward I. Erick= 
son to bring to their Nov, 26 meet= 
ing, a joint school-site meeting 
with the selectmen, information on 
hiring a consultant on the school 
building program, 

Mrs, Virginia Cole, who sug= 
gested this, asked that pref- 
erence be given to a consultant 
particularly knowledgeable about 
secondary school building, since 
junior high school building theory 
among the experts seems still in 
a state of flux,

Committee On Family 
Living Submits Report 


The committee on sex education 
and family living, led by Dr, Rob= 
ert Lennon, reported to the School 
Committee Tuesday night and 
urged a K-12 program aimed not 
just at presenting information, but

Joseph Normandy, Sanborn 
school principal and committee 
member, reported that he had tent« 
atively set up an appointment witha 
Mrs, Charpentier, who is coordin- 
aotr of such a program in the 
Newton system, who could come for 
weekly orientation and teaching of 
school personnel, The group 
agreed to await the results of Nor= 
mandy’s interview, 

Philip Wormwood, high school 
principal and committee member, 
sounded a cautious note, reminding 
committee members that neither 
home nor church was finding this 
kind of attitude development easy 
and that the schools should make 
haste slowly, to avoid mistakes, 
They should be sure that teachers 
were securely prepared, and that 
adequate information and prepara- 
tion of the community was accom= 
plished as well, He was strong for

The Welfare Crisis 


The current condition! of the welfare program in this 
state described by some as ‘“‘being a total mess,’’ ‘only 
points up more strongly the need for home rule in not only 
this but other areas. 

The state takeover of the welfare program was supposed 
to bring about economies, make the system more efficient 
in serving the public, and save local communities con- 
siderable expense. 

Just the opposite has apparently happened. According 
to a report filed this week, based on a survey made by a 
consultant firm, morale is low among social workers, re- 
gional officials have not been informed what their duties 
are, case loads are too heavy for the staff available and 
for the most part money is being paid to beneficiaries, yet 
no rehabilitation work is taking place. 

When welfare departments, at the local level ad- 
ministered aid, there appeared to be proper treatment of 
cases. Persons at the local level examined the particular 
case and in many instances were more familiar with situa- 
tions than a stranger from another area. 

Last July, in what was supposed to be an economy and 
centralization move, the state assumed the responsibility 
of all welfare departments, thus supposedly relieving local 
tax burdens. 

This is not about to happen, we can presume. 

Last year Andover spent almost $250,000 in welfare 
costs. We may presume the town will pay the same. if not 
more in the year ahead, although it will come out of the 
right pocket, instead of the left, so to speak, since the 
cost will be reflected in state taxes rather than local levy. 

Administration of welfare needs some sharp attention. 
There is to much abuse, too much freedom allowed by the 
law, 

Working at the local level, abuses could be detected 
more readily and curbed. 

It is evident that much attention must be given to the 
state’s welfare department, which, in five months has be- 
come a mushrooming burden to the taxpayer. The total cost 
appears to something like a snowball rolling downhill 
uncontrolled, 


Our taxes, both locally and at the state and federal level 
are much too high already, thus we most defrost the rolling 
snowball, 

Perhaps, with the national political campaign now 
ended, Gov. John A, Volpe, who instituted and pushed for 


the program, can now give it some attention.

The Irony Of Bondsville 


By Polly Bradley 


Ironically, one reason fire 
fighters could not Save the Bonds= 
ville mills is that the Palmer Can= 
al, which had been built partly for 
fire protection, was so polluted by 
the very industries it served that 
it couldn’t do its job. 

Damage from the Bondsville 
fire, which wiped out seven bus= 
inesses in the Bondsville section 
of Palmer, Mass., in October, is 
now estimated at $15,000,000 to 
$18,000,000, Over 400 people are 
out of work because of the fire, 

The Palmer Canal, on which the 
Bondsville mill complex was built, 
took in clean water from the Swift 
River for use in the mills, The 
water was returned to the canal 
filthy, full of the residue of a paper 
factory, a wire works, and sev= 
eral textile mills which took cloth 
through its various phases of man= 
ufacture, screening, dyeing, print- 
ing and finishing, 

The water was so dirty when it 
came out of the mills that it couldn’t 
even be used to fight the fire when 
the mills went up in smoke, 

Palmer Fire ChiefGus Theodore 
comments, **The canal was orig- 
inally for fire protection, but when 
the Chicopee pumpers started 
pumping from it, it clogged up 
their strainer with residue - used 
pulp and mash = until they couldn’t 
get any water out, 

“We tried to set up in the canal 
at first, but lost an engine when 
the fire spread so quickly, Then 
we went upstream, We had to lo- 
cate three-quarters of a mile up- 
stream from the factories, with 
five trucks in relay to give ade= 
qute pressure, A pumper can only 
give enough pressure for a cer= 
tain distance; then another truck 
has to be put on the hose to boost 
the pressure,”’ 

Of course, with so many trucks 
in relay it means not so many 
hoses were available for fighting 
the fire, 

Chief Theodore says, ‘*The 
water in the Swift River is some 
of the cleanest in the state when 
it reaches the mill complex, But 
once it goes through the Bonds- 
ville area, it’s very polluted, 
There’s no treatment, There's no 
treatment of the sewage from the 
town, either, and it goes right into 


the water, too, However, Palmer 
is working on a sewage plant,’* 

Robert Hevey, fire chief of the 
neighboring town of Ware, come 


ments, ‘**The pollution in the canal 
definitely did delay the hooking 
up of the pumpers, There was so 
much debris and stuff the pumper 
that tried just couldn’t fill up on 
the canal, Its strainers plugged 
right up, That canal - that’s what 
you call pollution,”® 

Another factor in the fire dis- 
aster was that the canal was low 
at the time of the fire, and the 
fire spread so fast that it quickly 
engulfed trucks nearby and fire 
fighters had to move farther away, 

How much of the disaster can be 
directly attributed to the pollution 
of the canal? It’s hard to say after 
the fact , . . but it’s fairly clear 
that the businesses in the Bonds= 
ville mill complex would have been 
a lot better off if they hadn’t been 
drastically polluting their ownem= 
ergency fire protection, 

Usually pollution only causes 
damage downstream , .. but in 
Bondsville the industries were 
damaged by the pollution they 
themselves had created, 

Is water pollution a menace? The 
people in Bondsville think so,

someone in an unfamiliar uniform 
telling you to leave your car over 
there in that area, You do, 

With the car parked you are di- 
rected into a small, very crowded 


| wooden building, A long line winds 
around within the confines of the 


small building to take advantage 
of every bit of space, You stand 
in line and wait, There are no 
chairs or benches, The line moves 
imperceptibly. 

Finally, after standing about 45 
minutes, you reach the counter 
and are given a form to fill out, 
The form asks you to state who 
you are, nationality, etc., but then 
requires that you tell exactly how 
much money you have with youand 
list any valuable such as camer= 
as, watches, etc, It is very im= 
portant that you list everything, 
Otherwise you just may be accused 
of smuggling, And this is a ser= 
ious offense, 

It is no easy task to fill out the 
forms in the crowded room, One 
must stand up and write using 
either of the two narrow shelves 
on two sides of the room, There 
are no writing tables, 

When the form is completed you 
give the border guard the form 
and your passport, The passport 
is then dropped into a slot in the 
wall and it disappers from sight, 
If you are not expecting this, it 
might give you a second thought 
or two, 


With your passport gone, there 
is nothing to do but wait, 

This is what you do, 

If you are lucky, you may only 
have to wait for a half hour or so, 
Each time a border guard emer= 
ges from that special room with a 
stack of passports, you might find 
yourself straining to see if your 
familiar dark green passport 
is among them, 

Finally you see him handle it 
and call out your number, You 
reach and it seems good just to 
feel the little green ‘‘booklet’’ 
again, 

Next step is to go next door 
where a cashier asks for five 
Deutsch Marks ($1.25), (The day 
after I left East Berlin, it went 
up to ten Deutsch Marks,) In ex=- 
change for the West German 
money, you are given East Ger- 
man money and every coin (made of 
aluminum) has the Communist 
hammer and sickle symbol on one 
side of it, 

The idea of the money exchange, 
of course, is to have you spend 
this amount in East Germany, The 
money is useless elsewhere, Be= 
sides, you can’t take it out of 
East Germany, 

After the enforced money pur- 
chase, you return to your car 
where a border guard waits to in- 
spect it, He wants to see inside, 
under the hood, in the trunk, and 
even underneath the car, The in- 
spection is thorough, 

If you pass the car inspection, 
you drive up to another steel bar= 
rier where another guard wants to 
see the carbon copy of the form 
that you filled out in the first 
wooden building, If this slip meets 
with his approval, he will raise 
his steel barrier and you may be 
on your way, You have ‘‘passed 
the test.’ You are now in East 
Berlin, , 

ne’s first impression of East 
Berlin is not exactly flattering 
to the Communist authorities, In 
the first place, the streets are 
devoid of people, Seldom is a per= 
son seén in the blocks near the 
Berlin Wall, Occasional policemen 
(Volkspolezei) are seen and even 
some soldiers are seen, with ri= 
fles, stationed at the four corners 
of certain buildings, In this dis- 
trict some World War II ruins are 
still in evidence, Some are being, 
restored now, Others are overe 
grown with weeds, 

But not all East Berlin is this 
way, 

As one gets further away from 
the **Wall’® signs of life begin to 
appear, More people are seen on 
the streets, Cars are seen, Mod- 
ern buildings line the streets, 

But there is something quite dif- 
ferent about these streets, clean 
and attractive as they may be, 

First of all, one does not see the 
large numbers of people walking 
up and down the streets that one 
sees in all the cities in West 
Germany, Nor does one see the

same amount of vehicular traffic, 
As a matter of fact, traffic is 
sparse by comparison, And 
the shops are not ‘‘bursting’® with 
goods as they are in West Germany, 
Yes, there are good, but certainly 
not in the same ample-supply, And, 
I’m told by my American news-= 
men friends who have checked, that 
the quality is not the same, 

Then there is another thing that 
impresses the person from the 
West, It came to me slowly at 
first, but then strongly as I spent 
more time driving around, The 
buildings all seem to have a cer= 
tain *‘sameness”’ about them, I can 
only describe many of the build- 
ings - all relatively new, I would 
judge - as being ‘‘cold.’® The de- 
signs vary but little, And there 
really is very little style to them, 


I was particularly impressed 
with this ‘‘impersonal feeling’’ 
of the buildings on one of the ‘‘show 
piece’’ streets, It is called ‘‘Karl 
Marx Allee’’ (until recently it was 
called ‘‘Joseph Stalin Allee,’’) 

The street is a wide boulevard 
with brick apartments and other 
buildings on both sides, Itis clean, 
uncluttered, and has relatively 
little traffic, I waited about a full 
minute for a car to approach so I 
could take a picture and not show 
a barren pavement, 

As I drove through the streets 
I felt a mood very unlike anything

I had experienced in any of the 
West German cities, (By that time 
I probably had been in a dozen or 
more German cities on the other 
side of the ‘*Wall,"*) East Berlin 
is certainly not destitute, nor is 
it in rubble, There is, however, a 
certain ‘‘grayness”’ or ‘‘dullness’ 
or ‘‘lack-luster’*® that seems to 
prevail. 

I wondered then, as I still do, 
if the East Germans get ‘“‘usedto’® 
this, 

One little incident that I expere 
ienced in an ice cream shop in 
East Berlin (where I was trying 
valiantly to spend all of my five 
East German Marks) perhaps 
throws some insight onthe matter, 

As I sat with my driver and guide 
talking some German and some 
English, a young and very friendly 
German fellow’sat at our table, He 
asked if I were American, When 
I said yes, he said he had worked 
for Americans in West Germany at 
one time setting up poles, string= 
ing wire, etc, 

In the ensuing conversation, he 
described the system of pricing 
in East Berlin, There are three 
classes of restaurants, hotels, 
etc., he said, and for each class, 
there is a ‘‘set’® price for com= 
modities, The prices must not be 
changed, Prices only vary as to 
class and not from business to

business, 

‘‘This is good, very good,’ he 
said, ‘‘This way you always know 
what to pay, And no onecancharge

To me the implications of this 
rigid, state controlled system were 
enormous, but I did not attempt to 
explain, He probably wasn’t in= 
terested anyway, 

But the fact that this young man, 
perhaps in his mid-twenties or 
possibly 30, had adopted the sys- 
tem so comfortably and with so 
little fault to find, made me won= 
der - and it still does - if many 
East Germans feel the same now, 
In time, will they accept the sys- 
tem? 

I imagine this is a worrisome 
thought to many West Gere 
mans who still yearn for the day 


when their land will be reunited,

Nixon Needs Expertise 
To Deal With Congress 


By James J. St. Germain 
Professor of Political Science 
Merrimack College 


The new President will face a 
Democratic Congress in which 
all his expertise in Presidential- 
Congressional relationships will 
be tapped, Mr, Nixon fortunately 
comes to the Presidency withcon= 
siderable knowledge of the 
workings of the two branches of 
government due to his extensive 
service in the Congress and Vice 
P residency. 

When Mr, Nixon takes command 
on January 20, he will face the 
difficult task of defining our 
national goals, The President- 
elect must attempt, of course, to 
gain the confidence of the people 
and the Congress and the more 
difficult assignment may be in 
obtaining Congressional support. 

Practitioners of the art of 
politics are aware of the normally 
adversary relationship which 
exists between the President and 
Congress which arises from cer- 
tain constitutional requirements 
and partly from the fact that the 
President is elected by a national 
constituency where as members of 
the House, for example, represent 
relatively small and sometimes 
narrow interest districts, 

But Democratic control on Cap= 
itol Hill may be more apparent 
than real, The Northern Ree 
publicans and Southern Democrats 
have on many occasions voted in 
one bloc and this conservative co= 
alition may provide Mr, Nixon with 
considerable legislative leverage, 
The President, as other Presidents 
have done, may dispense patronage 
in proper quantities in order to 
reach certain legislative ob= 
jectives, 

The President has other useful 
political weapons in his arsenal, 
The veto is a powerful device 
whether used or _ threatened, 
Messages to the people, prepara= 
tion of the budget in his office,

The thin margin of Mr. Nixon’s 
victory, plus a Democratic Cone 
gress may compel the President- 
elect to make a minimum num=- 
ber of recommendations to the 
Congress, But such a policy may 
cause certain segments of society, 
urban groups, for example, to raise 
voices of protest, 

On the other hand, the failure of 
the new President to act force- 
fully and decisively may bring dis= 
aster to his party in the mid-term 
elections two years hence, As a 
rule, the party which controls the 
Presidency loses seats in Cone 
gress in off-year elections, With 
fewer Republicans in the Congress 
following the elections in 1970, 
Mr, Nixon and his party may find 
it especially difficult to hold the 
Presidency for two terms, 

Mr, Nixon will not be the first 
President to face a Congress which 
is in control of the opposite party, 
Recent history tells us that at 
certain times both Mr, Truman, a 
Democrat and Mr, Eisenhower, a 
Republican, had the exciting chal- 
lange of dealing with party chiefe 
tains of the Congress who were 
members of the opposition, Mr. 
Truman, it will be remembered, 
seemed to take particular delight 
in assailing his Congressional op= 
ponents while Mr, Eisenhower fol- 
lowed a policy of conciliation and 
accommodation, 

The days of Truman and Eisen= 
hower are over and Mr, Nixon 
knows that while the contemporary 
situation is similar it is not the 


same, 

The new President and the Con- 
gree must find some peaceful way 
to co-exist because the interest 
of national survival may very well 
demand it.
